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GERMANS REPORT 
SEIZING IKARIA 
AND TWO OTHER 
AEGEAN ISLANDS 


Italians Taken Prisoner 
in New Blows Near 
Lero, Berlin Says — 


Nazis Again Bomb Brit- 
ish-Held Samos. 


LONDON, Nov, 19 (AP).—The 
occupation of three more small 
islands in the Aegeans—Ikaria, Lip- 
sos and Patmos—was announced 
by the Germans today as a sequel 
to the loss by the British of Lero 
in the stepping-stone battle of the 
Eastern Mediterranean, 

The Berlin communique Said 
Ikaria, a small Greek Island west 
of Samos and north of the Italian 
Dodecanese group, was garrisoned 
by Italians and that light German. 
naval forces took 240 prisoners 
and seized a quantity of arms. Pris- 
oners also were seized on Lipsos 


and Patmos, north of Lero in the 
Dodecanese. The broadcast said 
these also were garrisoned by Ital- 
ians. 

Allied announcements never pre- 
viously had claimed the occupation 
of these islands, although German 
broadcasts had mentioned Nazi at- 
tacks on Ikaria. 

Germans Bomb Samos. 

Meanwhile the Germans were re- 
ported pressing fresh aerial at- 
tacks on Samos, only island in the 
Aegean which the Allies are of- 
ficially said to be holding. Cas- 
telrosso, easternmost of the Dode- 
canese, is believed still in the hands 
of the British, however. 

The German radio today said the 
British Lero garrison had with- 
drawn to Samos, although previous 
German official announcements re- 
ported 3000 British and 5000 Ital- 
ian troops were captured on Lero. 
The British have announced sim- 
ply that resistance on Lero had 
ceased. 

Ikaria, 25 miles long and six 
miles wide, is one of the largest 
islands in the area, but it lacks 
strategic importance. It is famous 
in Greek mythology as the place 
near where Icarus fell after at- 
tempting flight with wings fas- 
tened by wax. Patmos is about 10 
miles long and Lipsos is less than 
two miles long. 

Comment by Gen. Wilson. 

Reviewing the British Aegean 
operation, Gen. Sir Henry Mait- 
land Wilson in Cairo told report- 
ers with a touch of sadness that 
“it seems to be my lot to bolster 
Jost causes such as when we were 
forced to evacuate Greece, but I 
believe history will prove both 
that that campaign and this one 
were worthwhile.” His remarks 
followed London press. criticism 
of the loss of Lero to the Ger- 
mans, 

Gen. ‘Wilson revealed that as 
late as 4 p. m. on Tuesday the 
situation on Lero looked “prom- 
ising,” but one hour later the 
island went off the air and resist- 
ance presumably ceased. 

Explaining that the Aegean op- 
eration was started as a diversion 
at the time of Italy’s capitulation, 
he said: “We were unlucky in not 
getting the island of Rhodes on 
the day of the armistice, and did 
the next best thing in putting on 
the diversion of Cos, Lero and 
Samos. The German reaction to 
this small operation was very vio- 
lent indeed and caused a diversion | 
of German land, sea and air 
forces.” 

Gen. Wilson praised Brigadier 
Robert Tilney, the Lero command- 
er, saying: “No one could have 
done a better job of fighting.” 

Fighting in Yugoslavia. . 

On the Yugoslavia front, Parti- 
sans were battling heavily rein- 
forced German and native forces 
in widely scattered areas, scoring 
successes in Serbia and Hercego- 
vina, but falling back before 
steady enemy pressure in Dalma- 
tia, a communique broadcast by 
the Yugoslav-Liberation army re- 


ported. 

In fighting against Nazis and 
Chetniks on the Bosnia-Serbian 
border near Sjemce, more than 100 
of the enemy were killed, the com- 
munique said. German attacks 
were repulsed at Dragovce, near 
Smederova. 

Reinforced German forces in the 
Dalmatian sector forced the Parti- 
sans out of the town of Trogir, 
Malo Ostrovo and Veliki Drvenik 
in their drive to clear the coasta] 
regions, although they were 
checked in several other thrusts. 

New Nazi Threat in Northwest. 

Gen. Josip (Tito) Broz’s Yugo- 
slavs faced a new threat in the 
northwestern provinces of Slovenia 
and Croatia, where the Germans 
were reported concentrating large 
forces around Fiume, Susak, 
Crkveneca and Kraljevica, with 
the evident intention of launching 
an offensive. One Nazi armored 
column operating in Western 
Bosnia, south of Croatia, was scat- 
tered after bitter fighting, the 
Yugoslavs said. 

Partisan troops, contrary to re- 
ports in Tuesday’s communique, 
have not evacuated the entire 
Peljesac Peninsula at the southern 
end of the Dalmatian coast, Gen. 
Broz said. He admitted abandon- 
ing part of the peninsula but as- 
serted his forces were still firmly 
entrenched in the remaining por- 
tion of the strategic bridgehead. 

Unrest in Balkans. 

Meanwhile Germany’s hold on 
other parts of Southeastern Europe 
was reported shaking under the 
impact of fresh peace demonstra- 
tions in severa) of its restive Bal- 
kan satellites. The most frequent 
peace demonstartions, it was said, 
were taking place in Bulgaria. 

An old quarrel between Hun- 
gary and Rumania over the latter's 
purported restrictions on Hun- 
garian minorities was said to have 
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second at Ludwigshafen, which also 
produces U-boat parts, tanks and 
other war essentials, as well as 
chemicals. 

The great I. G. Farben chemical 
works stretches for three miles 
along the banks of the Rhine and 
in addition to turning out explo- 
sives, it is also engaged in chemi- 
cal research, possibly in a study of 
“secret weapons.” 

Ludwigshafen’s twin manufac- 
turing city of Mannheim, which 
lies across the Rhine, was report- 
ed from Germany this week to 
have been 80 per cent knocked out. 

May Be Greatest Offensive. 

On the basis of last night's at- 
tacks, two successive American 
daylight assaults on vital targets 
in Norway, and the R.A. F. smash 
Wednesday night at Ludwigshafen, 
some London quarters suggested 
that the Allies may be opening the 
greatest bombing offensive ever 
attempted against Europe. 

Since the devastation of Ham- 
burg early in August, Berlin has 
been bombed heavily three times— 
Aug. 23, when the R.A. F. lost a 
record 58 bombers; Aug. 31, when 
47 were lost, and Sept. 3 when 22 
were lost. Mosquito light bombers 
have struck repeatedly at the Ger- 
man capital, the last time Wednes- 
day night. 

Damage Acknowledged. 

A DNB broadcast from Berlin 
called last night’s R.A. F. opera- 
tion an “attempted mass attack.” 
Some damage was acknowledged. 

“British bombers flew over 
northwest Germany under un- 
favorable weather conditions,” 
DNB said, “and attacked Berlin 
and a few other localities with 
high explosive and incendiary 
bombs.” 

British coastal observers said it 
took the R.A. F. bombers more 
than an hour to cross the channel 
on the return flight. 

The German agency Transocean 
also reported attacks “on various 
places in southwestern and north- 
ern Germany,” and the Vichy 
radio said targets in northern 
France likewise were hit by the 
R.A. F. last night.

AN EASTERN MEDITERRA-

—The German stroke at Lero suc- 
ceeded through sheer audacity. 

There has been no more reckless 
hazard in this war than the drop- 
ping of parachutists in broad day- 
light on a rocky slope in full sight 
and range of machine-gun nests. 

I could see tiny figures sway 
helplessly on parachutes like ma- 
rionettes. I saw parachutists on 
telegraph lines and in_ trees. 
Others lay prone as if injured by 
the fall or shot during their de- 
scent. 

It was a battle between two 
forces of highly trained troops, 
but throughout the Germans con- 
ducted their invasion with reckless 
audacity. There is- little doubt 
their actual battle casualties were 
far heavier than ours. 

The loss of Lero has taught us 
another bitter lesson in air power. 

Although it had become vir- 
tually an isolated strongpoint be- 
hind the enemy lines, it was de- 
cided to attempt to hold it because 
of its strong natural defenses. It 
is a rocky island only seven and 
a half miles long and at its nar- 
rowest point barely three-quarters 
of a mile wide, 

The dangerous supply routes to 
Lero, hundreds of miles long, 
passed close to enemy air fields 
and were harried continually by 
the German air force. Our ships 
had their best chance of slipping 
through at night, but had to en- 
deavor to be under their own 
fighter umbrella by daylight. 

Despite all the difficulties, how- 
ever, we managed to land British 
troops on the island. These were 
in addition to an Italian garrison 
consisting of several thousand 
marines, soldiers and sailors. 

All heights dominating the three 
main bays were commanded by 
Italian batteries. We made deter- 
mined efforts, chiefly by using 
warships as transports, to 
strengthen the antiaircraft de-

Under the Vinson-approved plan, 
wheat flour millers would pay as 
high as parity prices* for wheat, 
should the market reach that level, 
and at the same time continue to 
sell flour for no more than the 
ceiling prices now in effect.

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration has been asked to pro- 
vide fundg for the subsidy and to 
administer the program. 

Because of varying applications 
in the different regions, no flat 
subsidy figure a bushel was given. 
However, Senator Reed (Rep.), 
Kansas, in criticising the plan in 
advance of its announcement, said 
he understood the subsidy to mill- 
ers would be about 14 cents a 
bushel.

Two-Day Fight for Korosten. 

Capture of Korosten, 90 miles 
northwest of Kiev, followed a two- 
day battle in which the Red Army 
forced the Uzh River to blast the 
Germans from that important rail 
junction on the Leningrad-Odessa 
and Kiev-Warsaw railroads. Whole 
trainloads of war stores were cap- 
tured inside the city, which ‘lies on 
the southern edge of the Pripet 
marshes, 

In addition to cutting the last 
German north-south railway short 
of the pre-war Polish border, Gen. 
Vatutin appeared to have anchored 
his-right flank of the Kiev salient 
securely against the Pripet 
marshes. He was thus able to con- 
centrate strong forces on his left 
flank to meet the strong Nazi 
counterattacks in the area be- 
tween Zhitomir and Fastoy to the 
south. 

Here, where the Soviet forces 
were forced into a slight with- 
drawal Wednesday, Nazi assaults 
yesterday were hurled back with 
heavy losses in men and tanks, the 
Soviet command said.

PETAIN. BARRED 
SPEECH WAS BID 
FOR DEMOCRACY 


Marshal Has Renounced 
Laval as His Successor, 
Drafted New Constitu- 
tion.

BERN, Nov. 19 (AP).—Marshal 
Henri Philippe Petain has drafted 
a new French constitution along 


|democratic lines which the Nazis 


have prevented him from promulk- 
gating and has renounced Pierre 
Laval as his successor in a decree 
also hushed up, it was disclosed 
today. 

The 87-year-old chief of state's 
turn from German domination, 
which he had previously declared 
France honor-bound to follow, was 
revealed in the publication of a 
speech he was not permitted to 
deliver. 

Petain had named Laval ag his 
successor on Nov. 17, 1942, and 
gave him power to make laws and 
issue decrees after German troops 
crossed the armistice demarcation 
line into Vichy French territory. 

In the unpublished decree dire. — 
ing France back to the democrat- 
ic constitution of 1875, Petain stat- 
ed his intention of retaining pow- 
ers as chief of state until] his 
death, unless the new constitution 
he drafted is ratified. 

The refusal to broadcast Pe- 
tain’s speech over the Vichy radio, 
and the failure of his decree to ap- 
pear in the official gazette has 
created a crisis in which, according 
to a reliable informant, the mar- 
shal has sent his resignation to 
the cabinet, Laval and his advisers 
continued today their efforts to 
change his mind. 

The text of the address he had 
prepared for delivery was pub- 
lished in the Swiss Journal de 
Geneve today. 

(French-Spanish border reports 
reaching Madrid said the Nazis 
were preparing to take over if the 
the Vichy Government collapses. 

(The aged Marshal has refused 
to tell the French people that he 
has “asked” German police and 
the military to keep order in the 
nation, thereby denying the Nazis 
an excuse for rushing troops to 
Vichy, these reports said.) 

The Journal said that authoriza- 
tion for broadcast of the speech 
“had been refused by the Fuehr- 
er’s general headquarters.”

NOW BEING PLANNED 


$3,000,000 Grandview 
Project Just Turned 
Over to Kansas Cityans 
—Air Terminals Closer 
to City Than Ours. 


Herewith the Post-Dispatch 
presents the ninth article in a 
series analyzing St. Louis’ post- 
war needs. From time to time 
the Post-Dispatch will publish 
informative articles on this vital 
community problem.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 19.— 
Kansas City, ‘although less than 
half the size of St. Louis, has three 
times the completed airport facil- 
ities of the Missouri metropolis 
ready for postwar air commerce. 

It has three major airports, rep- 
resenting a total cost of nine mil- 
lion dollars, while St. Louis has 
one major airport, Lambert-St. 
Field, on which about three million 
dollars has been spent. 

Furthermore, Kansas City is con- 
tinuing its postwar airport plan- 
ning which now looks toward es- 
tablishment of several secondary 
fields for private flyers and fixed 
base operators in accordance with. 
a general plan advocated by Ad- 
ministrator Charles I. Stanton of 
the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion and described in the fourth of 
this series of articles. 

New Grandview rt. 

Only this week the Civil Aero- 
mautics Administration turned 
over to Kansas City the Grand- 
view Airport, built at a cost of 
three millions by the Government 
under CAA supervision on land 
provided by the city. Under terms 
of the agreement, the Army or 
Navy may use the field until six 
months after the war ends when 
it will be turned over to the city 
for exclusive use. In the mean- 
time, the 963-acre field, with two 
5500-foot runways and one of 4000 
feet. may be used by airliners 
when the bottom land airports are 
fog-bound. The Grandview Air- 
port is on a hilltop which gives 
it unobstructed approaches from 
every direction. 

There are no permanent build- 
ings at Grandview but runways 
have been completed. Terminal 
buildings and other facilities are 
to be provided after the war and 
runways may be lengthened to 
7000 feet since there is ample 
space. 

Grandview was built as the re- 
sult of agitation by the Kansas 
City Chamber of Commerce for a 
third major airport. The Chamber 
started its campaign in 1939, voters 
by a 4-to-1 vote approved a million- 
dollar bond issue to supplement 
funds on hand, the site was ac- 
quired and construction began 
April 6, 1942, after a CAA grant of 
two millions was obtained. 

Started Rebuilding in 1939. 

In 1939, Kansas City also was 
rebuilding its Municipal Airport. 
This field of 687 acres represents 
an investment of more than four 
millions. Its runways of concrete 
are 5450, 5000, 3100 and 2900 feet 
in length and its facilities include 
a modern treminal building, 12 
hangars and other large structures 
housing operations offices of 
Transcontinental & Western Air, 
Inc., and Mid-Continent Airlines, 
Inc. 

Fairfax Municipal Airport, 
owned by Kansas City, Kan., now 
is being leased and used by the 
Army Air Forces, The 700-acre 
field was bought from private 
owners for $750,000 in 1940 and 
expenditures to date, including 
original cost, total about two mil- 
lions. It has terminal buildings 
and facilities and six hangars. 
Runways are 6500, 4900, 4800 and 
4500 feet in length. 

(By way of comparison, Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field represents a 
total investment, including land, 
of three millions, has nine han- 
gars and runways 6300, 5600, 3700 
and 3000 feet in length. Its orig- 
imal 525 acres have been increased 
recently to 827. St. Louis provided 
$2,213,459 of the total expenditure, 
the remainder coming from Fed- 
eral funds.) 

Airports More Accessible. 

Another significant distinction 
is the accessibility of Kansas 
City’s airports. Municipal Air- 
port, just across the Missouri 
‘River, is but one and one-half 
miles or eight minutes from the 
Kansas City hotel district. Fair- 
fax Airport is two miles or 10 
minutes from the Kansas City 
(Kan) business district, and four 
miles or 12 minutes from the Kan- 
sas City (Mo.). hotel district. 
Grandview Airport is 18 miles 
south of the Kansas City (Mo.) 
hotel district, or 35 minutes’ travel 
time. In St. Louis, Lambert-St. 
Louis Field is 15 miles from 
Twelfth boulevard and Olive 
street, requiring about 30 minutes. 

Two privately-owned fields take 
some of the small plane traffic 
away from Municipal Airport at

Ong Airport, 13 miles from 
downtown Kansas City, has 160 
acres, two hangars and an office 
building. Fifty planes are based 
there. Fisher Airport, 18 miles 
from the business district, has 250 
acres and one hangar housing 25 
planes belonging to private flyers 
or flying clubs, 

Richard C. Murray, aviation 
commissioner of the Kansas City 
Chamber of Commerce, said de- 
tailed plans for immediate action 
toward development of small fields 
were nearing completion. Kansas 
City has a substantial sum re- 
maining from its bond issue for 
airports, which would permit ac- 
quisition of sites. 

Less Air-Line Activity Here. 

St. Louis also suffers by com- 
parison with Kansas City on the 
basis of present aviation activity. 
St. Louis has five air lines with 
22 daily scheduled flights. Kansas 
City has four air lines but. 29 
schedules. 

In 1940, the last calendar year 
before the United States entered 
the war, Lambert-St. Louis Field 
reported 86,188 air line passengers, 
1,072,919 pounds of air mail, and 
267,489 pounds of air express; 
Kansas City had 128,766 passen- 
gers, 795,177 pounds of air mail. 
Figures on Kansas City’s air ex- 
press were not available. 

The full significance of Kansas 
City’s present position in aviation 
and its preparation for opportuni- 
ties in the rapid expansion of air 
commerce expected after the war 
cannot be seen without a com- 
parison of populetion figures. The 
Federal Census Bureau, in the de- 
cennial count of 1940, gdve St. 
Louis proper $16,648; Kansas City, 
399,178. The Census Bureau, bas- 
ing its estimate on No. 1 ration- 
ing books, estimated that the pop- 
ulation of Greater Kansas City on 
May 1, 1942, was 661,173, and that 
the comparable St. Louis Metro- 
politan Area had 1,520,234. 
Kansas City’s total assessed value | 
for taxes is $535,277,000; its com- 
bined state, city, county and 
school tax rate $3.53 on the $100 
valuation; bonded indebtedness, 
Jan. 1, 1943, $57,011,948, and its 
per capita bonded indebtedness,

ON AXIS HINTED 
IN TURKISH PAPER 


Editorial May Be Step to 
Prepare People — En- 
voy to Berlin Returns: 
to Ankara. 


By WILLIAM B. KING 
ANKARA, Nov. 18 (Delayed) 
(AP).—The Turkish Ambassador 
to Berlin returned to confer with 


hig Government today on condi- 
tions in Germany as the popular 
Istanbul newspaper Tanin pub- 
lished an editorial which appeared 
to be a preliminary step to pre- 
pare the Turkish people for even- 
tual war against the Axis. 

The Turkish diplomat, Saffet 
Arikan, returned while Franz von 
Papen, German Ambassador to 
Turkey, was conferring with Adolf 
Hitler in Germany—presumably 
about the Allied Moscow confer- 
ences and European conditions in 
general. 

Tanin, whose editor is a member 
of the National Assembly, has 
been maintaining an independent 
course and ite comment therefore 
could not be considered a Govern- 
ment line, Nevertheless, impor- 
tance was attached to its asser- 
tion that Turkish Foreign Minis- 
ter Numan Menemencioglu’s re- 
cent talks with British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden in Cairo 
were “obviously not merely infor- 
mative.” 

Certain words in the com- 
munique issued after Menemencio- 
glu had held a lengthy conference 
with the People’s party Parliament 
group early thig week on his re- 
turn from Cairo, “give us the key 
to the puzzle,” the editorial con- 
tinued. 

“The communique,” it contin- 
ued, “said the Foreign Minister 
had explained Turkey's activity in 
the light of the necessities of the 
Turko-British alliance. Turkey's 
position is now very definite: 

indie is England's ally. 

“Two — Turkey's relation or 
friendship with any other power 
has not modified her understand- 
ing with England. 

‘Three—Turkey is not without 
sides in the British-German war. 

‘“Four—Turkey always is ready 
to put into practice her obligations 
under the alliance.” 


Although King did not say so 
in the foreroing dispatch, which 
passed through the rigid Turkish 
censorship, British engineers are 
reported to have been supervising 
the construction of air bases in 
Turkey for many months. 

The loss of Lero island in the 
Aegean two days ago was attribut- 
ed to the lack of air support for 
British and Italian ground troops 
being hammered by Nazi dive 
bombers. 

More than three years Tur- 
key began rebuilding its air force, 
which then numbered only about 
$800 first-line planes. Now it al- 
most certainly is several times that. 

The largest and best of Turkey’s 
airdromes is Ekhiseher, about 200 
miles southwest of Istanbul, but 
others are well placed all over the 
western part of the nation, includ- 
ing Istanbul, Ankara, Izmir, Adana 
and Diyarbakir. 

Turkey's peacetime Army 
strength is about 200,000 which 
could be swiftly raised to 500,000 
by general mobilization, with 1,500,-| 

more trained or partially- 
trained men in reserve. 

Turkey is weak in the naval 
category, with only one 22,000-ton 
battle cruiser as a backbone of 
forces that include two ancient 
8000-ton cruisers, eight destroyers 
and a dozen submarines. 

Its harbors along the Aegean, in- 
cluding one at Izmir, could be an 
invaluable jumping-off point, how- 
ever, for naval blows 
Greece and the Aegean Islands.

CHICAGO, Nov. 19 (AP).—Eric 
A. Johnston, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the 


united States, said last night that 
this nation should do its part in 
maintaining world order after the 
war, but should keep its own inter- 
ests in mind and avoid “reckless 
commitments.” 

“T believe we ought to make it 
clear ... that we recognize our 


immense stake in law and order, 
in decency and prosperity, all over 
the planet,” he said in an address 
before the [Illinois Agricultural 
Association. “The mere fact that 
America is no longer smugly in- 
different—that America acknowl- 
edges its share in the maintenance 


of world order—will serve as a 
stabilizing and pacifying force. 
That seems to me the irreducible 
minimum of responsibility which 
our country must accept, 

“That, however, does not mean 
unabridged and reckless commit- 
ments of the sort some of our 


more excitable prophets and plan- 
ners are demanding. ...I want to 
speak a word for moderation, for 
common sense, for American self- 
interest.” 

Johnston said that after the war 
we would still be living in a “most 
imperfect globe,” and that, in such 


circumstances, “our chief reliance 
will still be our own strength and 
our own good sense.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP).— 
Thousands of Virginia-dwelling

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Noy. 
19 (AP).—Rationing and price 
control in war-devastated nations 
will form a part of the system 
through which the United Nations 
Relief and Rehabilitation Admin- 


istration will distribute its aid, 
delegates disclosed today. 

By a general verbal agreement.

Hannegan Says Several Mil- 
lion Must File Final 1943 
Statement. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP).— 
Robert E. Hannegan, Internal Rev- 
enue Commissioner, issued a re- 
minder to taxpayers today that 
several million still have another 
date with him before the year’s 
end. 

Many will receive advance no- 
tice in the form of a bill, but 
others must decide for themselves 
whether they are required to file 
an original or amended “declara- 
tion of estimated income and vic- 
4 tax” before the Dec. 15 dead- 

ne. 

In general the latter are: 

1. Farmers who took advantage 
of the additional three months 
granted them under the pay-as- 
you-go tax act. 

2. Persons who discover that 
they underestimated their tax 
by more than the allowable 20 
per cent in filing Sept. 15 dec- 
larations. 

2. Those who did not file in 
September because their esti- 
mated income then was insuf- 
ficient to require a declaration 
but who now find: 

(a) Their incomes will be above 
levels covered by the withhold- 
ing levy ($2700 if single and 
$3500 if married). 

(b) They will have more than 
$100 gross income from a source 
not subejct to withholding, such 
as dividends or wages earned 
as a farm laborer or domestic 
servant, and total income suf- 
ficient to require a tax return 
($500 for a single person, $1200 
for a married pair or $624 for 
an individual married person), or 

(c) They were required to file 
an income tax return for 1942 
and now expect their 1943 earn- 
ings to be less than last year’s. 

Hannegan said taxpayers who 
filed Sept. 15 declarations and paid 
Only half the estimated tax still 


due will receive bills for the sec- 
ond half, payable by Dec. 15. 

Those who revise their estimates 
downward and find they owe less 
than they are billed for also may 
fille amended declarations, accom- 
panied only by the amount still 
due. 

Declaration forms together with 


work sheets may be obtained from 
any collector’s office. 

Purpose of the quarterly dates— 
there’ll be four of them next year— 
is to bring up to date all taxpay- 
ers not covered completely by the 
20 per cent withholding levy. Final 
returns must be, made as usual 
March 15.

$0 NAZI DIVISIONS 
IN ITALY, BALKANS

AT FIFTEENTH ARMY GROUP 
HEADQUARTERS IN SOUTH- 
ERN ITALY, Nov.19 (AP).-~Allied 
estimates today placed the number 
of German divisions tied 
Allied and independent military 
actions in the Mediterranean area 
at “approximately 50,” not includ- 
ing Bulgar and Croat units. 

Of these divisiong only 10 are 
facing the Fifth and Eighth armies 
in Southern Italy; the rest belong 
to Field Marshall Erwin Rommel’s 
reserve in Northern Italy, Yugo- 
siavia and the Balkans. 

There are definite indications 
Germany is scraping the bottom 
of the man-power barrel, while 
equipment also is scarce for new 
divisions or replacements. 

This ig seen in the three German 
divisions recently thrown against 
the Allies on this front: The 
Ninety-fourth Infantry, the 305th 
Infantry near the center and the 
Sixty-fifth Infantry. Mules and 
horses were used for transport for 
these Nazi divisions. 

Both the Ninety-fourth and the 
305th have many inexperienced 
men while the Sixty-fifth Divi- 
sion, installed at the center, has 
only two rifle regiments instead of 
three. This is the way the Allied 
view put it: 

“The arrival in action of such 
divisions as the WNinety-fourth, 
305th and the Sixty-fifth suggests 
that German units from the re- 
fserve pool are not provided with 
the strength or seasoning of for- 
mer years. 

“And the presence of a strong 
reserve in North Italy and Yugo- 
slavia suggests that the German 
high command felt it necessary to 
strain their resources elsewhere 
to provide support toward delay- 
ing the union of Allied forces with

State Opposition Charged. 


Proponents of the Lea bill as- 
sert that its opposition stems 
chiefly from state public utility 
commissions and a few state 
aeronautic commissions, with the 
old cry of “states’ rights.” Its sup- 
porters contend that it would not 
destroy states rights, and point 
out that under the measure the 
states and municipalities may 
still build, administer and operate 
airports, engage in educational 
and promotional] activities, regu- 
late purely interstate private and 
miscellaneous flying consistent 
with Federal safety regulations, 
and may aid in the enforcement 
of Federal regulations, 

Representative A. L. Bulwinkle 
(Dem.), North Carolina, in a re- 
cent article in an aviation trade 
publication opposing the Reece bill 
'proposal to let surface carriers 
operate airlines, declared: “There 
is a movement afoot to strangle 
Our great transportation industry 
through the creation of huge mo- 
nopolistic combines designed to 
acquire, own and operate all forms 
of transportation by land, water, 
pipeline and air. This movement 
is given the name ‘integration.’ 

“The — in brief, is that 
there should a change in our 
long-standing governmental policy 
to keep separate and distinct, in 
terms of ownership, control and 
management, transportation by 
rail, transportation by water, 
transportation by highway, trans- 
portation by pipeline and transpor- 
tation by air. 


Foresees Rail Monopoly. 


“It is proposed instead there be 
created great regional vertical cor- 
porations which would be author- 
ized to engage in all forms of 
transportation. In view of the 
dominant position of the railroads 
in terms of wealth and size, it is 
obvious that the plan is only an- 
other way of proposing that the 
railroads be permitted to acquire 
water carriers, highway carriers 
and air carriers now competing 
with them, divide up the country 
and thereafter enjoy undisturbed 
monopolies. ...” Bulwinkle is a 
member of the Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce Committee. 

Those favoring the Lea bill say 
that the natural expansion of air- 
line companies should not be im- 
peded by “jealous” railroad and 
steamship lines, and point out that 
when railroad companies were first 
getting organized they had to be 
protected against the hostility of 
inland waterways. Congress must 
decide, it is contended, whether 
aviation shall be «permitted to 
achieve a natural, healthy growth 


or be placed under the restrictive 
control of its older competitors.

The Board of Education, at a 
special, informal meeting last night 
called to discuss the teachers’ pen- 
sion retirement plan that goes into 
operation Jan, 1, nominated four of 
its members to fill four of the 
eight elective positions on the new 
program’s administrative board of 
trustees.

States’ Council. Says 56 Million 


Jobs Will Be Needed. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 19 (AP)—To 
achieve ‘full employment after the 
war, the nation must provide 56 
million civilian» jobs, says the 
Council of State Governments’ 
committee on postwar reconstruc- 
tion and development. 

In a report to the organization's 
general council, the committee said 
“the potential productive capacity 
of a fully-employed working. force 
in 1946 will be almost 50 per cent 
greater than the nation’s actual 
output in the year before Pearl 
Harbor.” 

The committee, headed by Gov. 
Herbert O’Conor of Maryland, said 
the “major postwar problem for 
which a solution must be found is 
the problem of ‘full employment for 
all who want to work.”

The Secretary of State told Sen- 
ators and Representatives that 
“there will no longer be need for 
e+. alliances” as the principles 
proclaimed by America, Russia, 
Britain and China are put into ef- 
fect. These call for a general or- 
ganization open to all peace-loving 
states, large and small. 


Bilateral Agreements. 


In another passage of pis talk, 
Hull emphasized what he consid- 
ered the inadequacy of agreements 
between only two of the four big 
powers. 

“No one, no two” of them, he 
gaid, “can be most effective with- 
eut the others, in war or in peace.” 

The question of the future status 
of alliances already concluded was 
left open. 

Britain has a 20-year pact with 
the Soviet Union, and it was dis- 
closed recently that Czecho-Slo- 
vakia is about to sign a similar 
treaty with Russia. 

No American treaties would nec- 
essarily be affected by a new code 
for international diplomacy since 
this country has never made a 
peacetime military alliance with a 
foreign power, even though the 
United States has joined with oth- 
ers in fighting wars.

Why, Despite Protests, Faymonville 
Was Removed From Moscow Post

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19. 
| T was by order of Gen, George 

C. Marshall, Army chief of staff, 
gador W. Averell Harriman, the 
Post-Dispatch was informed today, 
that Brig. Gen. Philip R. Faymon- 
ville has been relegated for a sec- 
ond time to the War Department 
doghouse. The Brigadier’s single 
gtar on Faymonville’s shoulder has 
been replaced by the eagle of his 
permanent grade as Colonel of 
Ordnance. 

His reluctance to supply infor- 
mation which he regarded as out- 
side the scope of his regular duties 
in Moscow is given as the ground 
for his recall as Chief of the United 
States Supply mission to the Soviet 
Union and his assignment to the 
office of Maj. Gen. Levin Camp- 
bell, Chief of Ordnance. At pres- 
ent he is on temporary duty at the 
Texarkana Ordnance Center in 
Arkansas. 

His initial fall from grace, which 
resulted in his removal as military 
attache in Moscow and assignment 
to a minor ordnance post in San 
Francisco, resulted from his “blun- 
der” in being right when his su- 
periors were wrong. 

When Germany attacked Rus- 
sia, topmost officers in the War 
Department insisted that the Soviet 
Union would be defeated in three 
months unless the Red armies 
were intelligent enough to aban- 
don European Russia and fall back 
at once behind the Ural Mountains. 

Faymonvilie’s reports, on the 
contrary, had asserted that despite 
the military purge of 1936-38 the 
Soviet armies were as strong as 
ever and that they would be able 
to defeat the Nazi war machine. 
Because of his knowledge of Rus- 
sia, he had been nicknamed “The 
Bolshevik” by fellow officers as 
early as 1933, when he was mili- 
tary aid to President Roosevelt. 

In September, 1941, Harry Hop- 
kins overcame War Department 
opposition to such purpose that 
Faymonville was snatched from 
obscurity and named chief of the 
lend-lease mission to the Soviets, 
‘with the temporary rank of Briga- 
dier General. 

When Harriman succeeded Ad- 
miral William H. Standley as Am- 
bassador to Russia he found the 
Embassy in so demoralized a state, 
it is reported, that he determined 
on a ciean sweep. One of the vic- 
tims was the military attache, Brig. 
Gen. Joseph A. Michela. According 
to a War Department release late 
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PHILIP R. FAYMONVILLE 
has been relieved of this duty and 
will shortly revert to,the tempo- 
rary grade of Colonel. His perma- 
nent rank is captain of cavalry. 

But Harriman is declared to 
have been impressed by the full- 
ness and accuracy of Faymonville’s 
lend-lease reports and particularly 
by the efficiency of the staff he 
had organized in Moscow. Informa- 
tion here is that the Ambassador 
was able to retain the staff, but 
found it impossible to save Fay- 
monville, who had again offended 
his superiors by balking at orders 
to supply data which he consid- 
ered outside his proper sphere. 

One of Harriman’s purposes in 
reorganizing the Embassy, the 
story continues, was to enable it 
to work on the upper levels of the 
Soviet political and military 
hierarchy instead of in lower and 
middle circles, as was true hereto- 
fore. Thé Russians could not be 
fooled, it is said, as to the ill-favor 
in which Faymonville stood with 
the War Department. They were 
friendly personally to him, byt he 
lacked the rank, background and 
prestige to put him on a level with 
higher Russian commanders and. to 
insure respect for his requests for 
information, 

His successor, Maj. Gen. John 
R. Deane, possesses two stars in 
his own right and goes to Moscow 
with the full backing of the War 
Department and the distinction of 
having served as secretary both of 
the Combined Chiefs of Staff of 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain and of the United States Joint

The 
striking fact is that war has pro- 
duced fewer issues than have the

INCE Pearl Harbor, the war in 
S the Pacific has gone through 

three distinct stages. A fourth 
stage is about to be ushered in. 
The first stage lasted just about 
half a year and was marked by 
revolutionary changes the po- 
rn Asia 
and the South Pacific. In that pe 
riod the Japanese overran Wake, 
Guam, Hongkong, Malaya, the 
Philippines, the Dutch East Indies, 
the Solomons, Burma, a large part 
of New Guinea and the Western 
Aleutians. In those days Japan’s 
offensive power appeared to be un- 
limited and irresistibie., 


The second stage of the Pacifie 
war lasted roughly from the late 
spring of 1942 to about the end of 
that year. It was marked by the 
waning of Japan’s offensive pow- 
er, the waxing of United Nations’ 
defensive strength. 


That was the period which saw 
the epochal battles of Coral Sea, 
Trincomalee and Midway; the 
Japanese retreat from threatened 
Port Moresby, the American land- 
ing at Guadalcanal and the great 
naval battles to which that develop- 
ment gave rise. It was during those 
months that the threat to India, 
to Australia, to New te 
Alaska, to Hawaii and continental 
United States was definitely 
smashed,

Pushing Japanese Back. 

UT while in the summer of 

1942 the Allies proved able to 
stem the Japanese tide they were 
not yet sufficiently strong to re- 
verse it. It was not until some time 
around the turn of the year that 
we began to push back the Japa- 
nese from certain peripheral areas 
of their enormously extended em- 
pire. We drove them out of Guad- 
alcanal, forced them to relinquish 
their hold on the east coast of New 
Guinea, ended their grip on Attu 
and Kiska, took from them all] the

Our Relations With Russia 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This year the Commission to Study the 
Bases of a Just and Durable Peace of 
the Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America issued a study guide 
entitled “Six Pillars of Peace.” 


Its first proposition states that “the 
peace must provide the political frame- 
work for a continuing collaboration of 
the United Nations and, in due course, 
of neutral and enemy nations.” In the 
textual elaboration of the proposition, 
the point is made that it is not the 
church’s business to draw the blueprint 
of that framework, but it is the church’s 
business to insist upon the need of such 
a framework and to cultivate among the 
people a willingness to continued collab- 
oration and co-operation. 

All of this has importance because of 
its immediate bearing upon our nation’s 
relationship with the U. 8. 8. R. The 
God of history has decreed that the 
U. S. A. and the U. 8S. S. R. should be 
allies in a titanic struggle against an 
enemy that boasts of its contempt for 
the common man, especially him of non- 
Aryan blood. 

Fortunately, the present relationship 
was not dictated by the exigencies of.the 
war. For 10 years we have enjoyed 
diplomatic relations which have proved 
mutually enriching in every respect, de- 
spite the wide divergence in political 
ideology and in spite of the tons of dead 
herrings which have been—and are— 
flung at our heads by fellow Americans 
who have their own interests to serve. 

The hour is auspicious for churchmen 
who are in deadly earnest about work- 
ing for a peace that is more than a 
pious hope. It is time to think of the 
Russians, first of all, as people, a noble, 
daring, enterprising, fundamentally re- 
ligious people who, like grassroots Amer- 
icans, give more than lip service to the 
dignity of labor, and art and primacy. 
to the worth of the laborer and the 
artist. It is a good time to celebrate our 
friendship. 

This is the best time to prove the 
quality of robust Christianity, If the 
Christian church is to maintain its right 
of judgment on international and politi- 
cal arrangements, then it must assume 
its rightful share of responsibility for 
encouraging such arrangements as hold 
the best hope of promoting justice and 


peace. 

More than that, if its judgments are 
to have the full weight of moral author- 
ity, the church must make it plain to 
the parties concerned that it speaks for 
the sake of truth and universal good 
and not to preserve its own institutional 
interests. A robust Christian, like Lin- 
coln, must be a political realist but 
charitable toward all, malicious toward 
mone and consumed with a passion for 
promoting and preserving the unity of 
mankind, 

On Sunday night, Nov. 21, at Sheldon 
Memorial Auditorium, 3646 Washington 
boulevard, we shall have a public demon- 
stration of our friendship for the U. 8, 
8 R. and an interpretation of its mean- 
ing by one of America’s most eminent 
philosophers, Ralph Barton Perry of 
Harvard University. I am confident that 
there will be many robust Christians 
among the hundreds present.

Mr. Hull Reports 


In form, Mr. Hull’s address before Congress 
yesterday was a statement of the purposes and 
results of the three-power meeting at Moscow. As 
such, it reiterated and interpreted-the text of 
the Moscow Declaration. Much of this had be- 
come a familiar story in the 17 days since the 
agreement was announced, but it took on new 
meaning and importance when heard from the 
lips of America’s chief participant at the meeting. 

The Secretary of State is not a great orator, 
yet this speech had a vigor, a deep earnestness 
and a ring of conviction that raised it far above 
the standard: of any of his previous wartime ut- 
terances, 
ments to report—an understanding in which the 
lofty principles of democracy and peace were 
accepted, made a matter of working policy and 
proclaimed to the world by the four leading 
powers of the United Nations. 

The Declaration of Moscow does not, settle all 
the world’s problems, and Mr. Hull did not pre- 
tend that it does. He pointed out the areas 
of policy left for future decision, and he was 
careful to say that the agreement’s success de- 
pended tipon the peace-loving nations’ performing 
“their full part in solving the numerous and 
vexatious problems of the future.” What was 
significant about the address, as of the confer- 
ence, was the fact of unity among the Allies. 

This new unity, acclaimed by the Soviet press, 
British spokesmen, those of other nations and 
Mr. Hull alike, banished most of the fears and 
uncertainties which had beset the United Nations 
ever since they began the fight for a common 
cause. Less than three months ago, a dangerous 
rift between Russia and the Anglo-American 
allies was disturbing men of good will through- 
out the democratic world. Distrust on both sides 
seemed not only to be imperiling the joint war 
effort, but to be sowing the seeds of future con- 
flicts, Mr. Hull could provide no assurance. His 
previous address was vague, ambiguous, uncer- 
tain, disappointing to those who had hoped for 
concrete statements of policy. 

Then came the Moscow conference, where Hull 
and Eden met Molotov and Stalin face to face, 
where a frank exchange of views brought about 
agreement on common principles and a demon- 
stration of solidarity that the Allied world had 
not before seen. So Mr. Hull could stand in the 
House chamber yesterday as a man sure of him- 
self. He could report on a three-power confer- 
ence which a few months ago seemed more a 
distant hope than a possibility. He could deal 
a body blow to the lingering enmity and distrust 
toward Soviet Russia by his ringing praise of 
its leaders and its courageous, patriotic people— 
with a resultant burst of applause that showed 
America’s Congress shares his admiration of our 
ally. 

Mr. Hull, invigorated by his experience at Mos- 
cow, could make a sincere plea for co-operation 
in the postwar era, for collective security, as a 
bulwark against the “destructive forces of inter- 
national anarthy” which menace an unorganized 
world. He could acclaim with authority the 
action of Congress, by overwhelming non-partisan 
majorities in each house,,in adopting statements 
urging America’s participation in joint efforts 
to keep the peace. 

More than that, Mr. Hull repudiated all the 
sordid instruments of imperialism—spheres of 
influence, alliances,-balance of power and similar 
arrangements—which have raised hopes of peace 
but have too often led to war. The principle of 
peace-loving states joining ag equal partners in 
a future system of general security is the answer, 
Mr. Hull declared, rather than the artful devices 


‘of power politics. 


There is still a long way to go for attainment 
of victory and of the new world whose founda- 
tion stones, in Mr. Hull’s words, were laid at 
Moscow. The hope that such a world will be 
attained through the collective intelligence and 
good will of mankind becomes stronger, now that 
Secretary Hull has made his rewarding pilgrim- 
age to Moscow and has returned to fire his coun- 
trymen with the lessons he learned there,

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Mr. Lippmann on French Funds 


One of the obstacles to the granting of full rec-

Roose- 
velt and Churchill decided at Quebec that these 
funds should be held for whatever government 
is set up by a« berated France. They seemed 
to fear that full recognition of the committee 
would mean turning these funds over to the 
acknowledged provisional authority, and that the 
French leader might use them for his personal 
aggrandizement. 

Walter Lippmann presents a practical consid- 
eration of the whole problem: 

The docgrinaire official view has been that, 
until France has been liberated, and until elec- 
tions have been held, no authority exists 
which can exercise French sovereignty. 

But, if France is to use her large financial 
resources, which are now frozen, to pay her 
Own Way, we are not going to be able to wait 
until France is liberated, all her war prison- 
ers are returned, all the paraphernalia of na- 
tional elections and a new parliament have 
been provided for. 

In short, we are going to have to recognize 
the French National Committee as being 
something very like a provisional govern- 
ment. ... In practice, the committee will 
have to make commitments and enter into 
financial, military and political agreements 
which only governments can make, 

It would be a blow to French pride and honor, 
and consequently to our own prestige, if French 
troops were not permitted to participate in the 
liberation of their own country. The same is 
true, as Lippmann shows, on the war's financial 


front, Aside from the thoroughly practical con-

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An Opportunity for the SEC 

There are a great many interesting charges in 
the $3,600,000 damage suit filed by Frank J. 
Boehm, former lobbyist and executive vice-presi- 
dent of the Union Electric Co., against the huge 
North American holding company and other de- 
fendants. Boehm charges a conspiracy that sent 
him to prison and cost his job. In his petition, 
he tells of widespread political activities by 
North American subsidiaries in six states and 
the District of Columbia, financed by a slush fund 
of some $5,000,000, which he charges was raised 
by means of kickbacks, padded expense accounts 
and juggling of records, in the pattern disclosed 
in the investigation of Union Electric affairs. _ 

So far as Missouri is concerned, many of 
Boehm’s charges have' been verified by SEC in- 
vestigators. Their evidence sent him to prison, 
and brought a prison sentence for Louls H. Egan, 
former president of Union Electric, and a $175,000 
fine for the company itself. However, the inves- 
tigation never did reach into the area of the 
higher-ups, the policy-makers of the holding com- 
pany. Nor did it reach out to examine political 
activities in the other states now mentioned in 
the Boehm charges. 


The SEC will be missing a wonderful oppor- . 


tunity for a real clean-up of a malign influence 
upon American government if it does not run 
down the charges now made by Boehm. It has 
indicated many times. that a full investigation 
would be undertaken, but this has never been 
done. About a year ago, the SEC promised a 
sweeping inquiry, yet nothing happened. Why 
not? ;

Writer hails reversal of the foreign policy dangerously pursued by 
the United States prior to Moscow conference; Hull's success is 
abandonment of a discredited program; fortunately for the world, 
a strong Russia's interest lies in planning a democratic Europe.

For the achievement at Moscow, every 
democratic critic of America’s previous 
foreign policy must be thankful. Those 
persons who today are claiming that the 
agreement is the logical culmination of a 
policy slowly and patiently evolved by the 
President and his Secretary of State can 
hardly be taken seriously. It is, on the con- 
trary, an effective veto of almost every 
political measure they had previously en- 
acted. 

The man who contemptuously refused to 
be drawn into discussions of European 
political problems, declaring that they had 
no relevance while the war was being 
fought, has now helped to frame —* agree- 
ment on just those problems. ad the 
agreement, by all its implications, rules out 
further dealings with the procession of 
purchasable Fascists and amenable reac- 
tionaries who have been used, or encour- 
aged to believe they would be used, as the 
State Department’s quislings. 


A Victory Was Won 


The victory won at Moscow was a victory 
for all people everywhere who have bitterly 
resented the role being played by America 
in Europe. Perhaps Mr. Hull's chief suc- 
cess lay in his willingness to abandon a 
discredited policy, 


This took courage, and the fact that Mr. | 


Hull had no real alternative detracts only 
a little from the credit due him. He might 
have refused to undertake the mission; or 
he might have convinced himself that his 
previous attitude was still tenable and 
worth fighting for. 

In any case, there is no denying the 
domestic value of Sec Hull's partici- 
pation in the conference. ig presence in 
Moscow assured the new pact a friendly 
reception in Congress. Even the opponents 
of the administration’s foreign policy have 
accepted it with satisfaction. 


I have no doubt that the incorporation in 
the Connally resolution of the collective- 
security section of the Moscow agreement, 
and the prompt and almost unanimous 
adoption of the amended resolution, are to 
be attributed largely to Mr. Hull's influ- 
ence. For this, too, we should be grateful. 


Russia ‘Has a Reason 


The Russian Government has supported 
democratic resistance in WNazi-occupied 
Europe for the best of reasons: to help win 
the war and to buttress its own security 
after the war, Neither reaction nor revolu- 
tion would serve its needs when the peace 
came. The first would offer an open men- 
ace. The second would bring the threat of 
armed intervention and, in any case, make 


it difficult for Russia to import the equip- 


ment needed for a rapid restoration of its 
industrial power. 


Russia wants, at least during the first 
few years after Hitler's defeat, a stable 
Continent and good relations with the 
West. It wants a workable system of col- 
lective security. And it wants the protec- 
tion of its old boundaries. 


The United States and Britain, but espe- 
cially the United States, have feared the 
spread of Russian influence in the rest of 
Europe. They have looked upon all popu- 
lar movements as likely to produce a 
breakdown of authority and open the way 
te Communism, While proclaiming demo- 


cratic aims, they have backed reactionary 
groups which promised authoritarian if 
not Fascist rule. If they could have con- 
tinued this policy, they would doubtless 
have been pleased, 

But they could not, Russia demanded a 
hand in political decisions in Europe, 


The section in the Moscow agreement 
guaranteeing democratic rights to the 
people of Italy has been described by some 
writers as an astonishing concession on the 
part of the Soviet Government to its Weat- 
ern allies. The reverse is probably closer 
to the fact. 


Russia has been indorsing democratic 
rights all over Europe; it is the British and 
ourselves who have backed the elements 
that suppress them. The Soviet position 
may be inconsistent with its own internal 
practices, but Stalin is not a man to let 
consistency stand in the way of Russia's 
national interests. It is those interests which 
proved decisive at Moscow. 

Some Western statesmen, during recent 
months, may have looked back rather wist- 
fully to the period after the last war when 
Russia was chaotic, struggling, shorn of 
vast territories by Germany, fighting for 
its survival against internal enemies, its 
okd army broken, its new revolutionary 
forces untrained and unequipped. 


Soviet No Longer Weak 


In those days, Russia couldn’t intervene 
in the great decisions regarding Europe. 
Instead it could safely be harassed and 
plotted against, its enemies supplied with 
arms and money, and its borders closed by 
a ring of hostile states, 


Today, 26 years after its birth, Soviet 
Russia is the strongest state in Europe. It 
is winning victories on a scale that dimin- 
ishes the successes of Britain and the United 
States to relative insignificance, 

The days of Russian weakness and de- 
pendence cannot be brought’ back. No 
other nations can carry into effect deci- 
sions which run counter to Russia’g needs, 
With the Red Army driving toward Berlin, 
Russia's claims must be considered and 
Russia’s good will won. 


So Mr. Hull went to Moscow, The result 
is not an obvious Soviet triumph. Con- 
cessions ‘were made on all sides, and the 
plan which finaNy emerged offers Russia 
security without depriving the other par- 
ties to the agreement of any advantages 
they can properly claim. Mr. Hull brings 
back the promise of a system of collective 
security based on a free and democratic 
Europe. That such a promise represents 
the needs of the Soviet Union is the 
world’s good fortune.

“Meet The Arab,” by John Van Ess. (John Day Co,

A 
benevolent and efficient paternalism, guid- 
ed by England and the United States, is 
needed, he contends, to bring order,

Van Paassen, in his castigation of Brit- 
ish imperialism in the Near East, charges 
that the “devious and unhandsome” policy 
of Britain has corrupted Arab-Jewish rela- 
tions for the last 25 years and denied Euro- 
pean Jews a refuge in Palestine. He asserts 
that the fate of the Jew is being settled 
today by decrees issued by the British 
Colonial Office, and political events in the 
Near East. 

Jewish Palestine, in his estimate, has con- 
tributed more to the repulse of the Axis ad- 
vance upon Syria, Iraq, Egypt and the Sues 
Canal than the 50 times larger populations 
of the Arab countries combined. Scores of 
incidents are cited to prove that Jewish 
military units time and again saved the day 
for the British in North Africa. Finally, he 
declares that poverty and hopelessness have 
made Arabia “a great inert mass that can 
be swayed now this way, now that by agents 
of a foreign imperialism.” , 

Now for the defense of John Bull. Van 
Ess, pointing out that his profession seeks 
always the welfare of the native popula- 
tions, sums it up thus: “Britain, by and 
large, is not guilty of the sordid imperialism 
so often imputed to her, at least in the 
Near East. Britain, in my experience, has 
stood for law, order and justice and, with- 
out her presence, there would have been 
chaos.”

'A Fine Novel of Negro Life 
“The Darker Brother,”’ by Bucklin Meen. (Doubleday 

Doran, Inc., Garden City, N. ¥.) 

Here is a story of present-day Negro life 
which touches many phases of the race 
question, The author deals not only with 
the old and perhaps more familiar mani- 
festations of the injustices of discrimina- 
tion, but also more recent ones, such as 
the problems of the Negro in the Army and 
in defense industries. 

The conflict centers about Ben Johnson, 
his mother and sister, who are transplant- 
ed from their native Florida to New York's 
Harlem. Their expectation of a new life, 
free from prejudice and oppression, is nev- 
er realized. They soon learn that the North 
is not their people’s Promised Land. 

When Ben is faced with the choice of 
fighting or refusing to fight for a democ- 
racy many of the rights of which have been 
denied him, he realizes, “We got to fight 
the enemy over there. We got to fight for 
what we got comin’ to us over here.... We 
goin’ to get shoved around, But we got te 
keep fightin’.” 

The numbers racket, mugging, the Fa. 
ther Divine type of religion, the peculiar 
Harlemese idiom, lend authenticity and 
credibility to the plot. 

Although lacking the dramatic intensity 
of “Native Son,” Bucklin Moon's first novel 
masterfully portrays the Negro’s problems.

The Moscow agreement hardly 
did more than establish the basis 
for more important negotiations to 
follow. The first conference soft- 
ened controversial issues. For ex- 
ample, as long as there was sus- 
picion that Russia might make 
separate terms with Germany it 
was useless to discuss a common 
policy toward Germany, and im- 
possible to make a common psych- 
ological warfare. Previous to the 
conference, it appeared that Rus- 
sia and the Anglo-American powers 
were at loggerheads on this ques- 
tion. The Casablanca conference, 
in which Russia did not partici- 
pate, had formulated the phrase 
“unconditional surrender,” but half 
a year later the Free German Com- 
mittee in Mos¢ow apparently laid 
down specific conditions for a 
peace, and the contradiction  be- 
tween the Casablanca declaration 
and the Free German manifesto 
was obvious to everyone, including 
the Germans. 

The Moscow agreement, reached 
by the foreign ministers, added 
. Russia’s signature to unconditional 
surrender and to the Anglo-Amer- 
ican demand for German disarma- 
ment. As Secretary Hull stated in 
a conference, the influence of the 
Free German Committee in Moscow 
thereby faded out. 

But the agreement still left un- 
settled the question of what a tri- 
partite policy toward the European 
enemy really should be. It shat- 
tered the German speculation of 
making a separate armistice. But 
it did not tell the German people 
what they might expect if they 
surrendered. For purposes of 
psychological warfare this is nec- 
essary. No people who still have 
some military power—and the Ger- 
mans obviously have—will lay 
down their arms without any no- 
tion of what that gesture will 
mean for the nation, 


- . . 
Combined Attack. 
HEN we opened our attack 
on Italy, we combined mili- 
tary effort with political action. 
Roosevelt and Churchill in a com- 
mon declaration to the Italian peo- 
ple, made a sharp distinction be- 
tween Fascists and non-Fascists |! 
and promised the Italian nation 
democratic rights, and, after a 
period of transition, equality in 
the family of nations. It is cer- 
tain that this contributed to the 
collapse of the Fascist regime. The 
declaration to Italy was made 
without Moscow, and in the Mos- 
cow conference was modified and 
clarified. 

In the case of Germany, a state- 
ment by the western powers alone 
is valueless. The German propa- 
ganda to their own people and to 
Europe, says, day in and day out, 
that the “Bolshevist menace” is the 
real danger, and that the Anglo- 
Saxon powers can say what they 
like—their statements are unim- 
portant, for it is Russia that is

Russia, is the question of German 
de-industrialization. Russia will 
need German products and machin- 
ery for her own reconstruction. 
Russia will want reparations, but 
in the form of payments in kind. 
The Russian economy, unlike the 
economies of the western powers 
following the last war, is such that 
she can absorb almost unlimited 
quantities of Goods and services, 
without upsetting her own econ- 
omy and causing widespread un- 
employment. On the contrary, the 
greater the influx of goods the 
more stimulating to her economy. 

The mere transfer of German 
machinery to Russia cannot ac- 
complish what Russia must want. 
Russia needs and knows how to 
use her own man power and her 
own resources in coal, iron, etc. 
She will wish to enlarge her econ- 
omy by the use of the German, 
rather than destroy the German. 

Finally, Russia, for ideological 
reasons would not welcome a solu- 
tion of the German problem, which 
Would inevitably turn all the work- 
ers of Germany into intransigent 
enemies of the Soviet Union. 

But the Russians also will have 
to make compromises. They will 
have to declare that their goal is 
—* an all-European and specifical- 

a German radical Bolshevism. 
They will have to make it clear 
that they do not intend to extend 
the borders of the Soviet Union 
into the heart of Europe. Thus 
the agitators for world revolution 
—the extremists at the other end 
of the picture—will also be disap- 
pointed. 

Since the German question is the 
pivotal issue for all Europe, what- 
ever agreement is reached will af- 
fect the satellite states and, more 
remotely, the rest of Europe. If a 
three-fold policy toward Germany 
is agreed upon, we may expect at 
the same time common appeals to 
all the satellite nations. 

If that is achieved, the forth- 
coming conference will have per- 
formed a great task.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

It means 
sharing with our Allies all our re- 
sources—public health, medical and 
research—that will contribute to 
human efficiency. Through two 
bitter world wars we have learned 
that we cannot remain at peace 
with the rest of the world in 
flames. Similarly, we know that 
we cannot remain free from epi- 
demic diseases while they flame 
in other lands. 

“For generations we Americans 
have thought that the two great 
oceans on either side of us made 
military aggression unthinkable. 
Our health authorities always have 
known that the open seas were 
Open roads to disease aggression. 
And now through the opening of 
air lanes the dangers are multi- 
plied. The objectives of world 
health now necessarily go much 
further than barriers of quaran- 
tine and restrictions of trade.” 

Reminding the graduates of ca- 
reers of service for which they 
have been trained, Dr. Parran de- 
clared: “As practitioners, you and 
I must perforce believe that our 
science is for the service of all in 
proportion to need. We must seek 
to enable every individual to at- 
tain maximum physical and men- 
tal development.

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BOY, 14, CHARGED| 
WITH MURDER IN 
KILLING OF WOMAN 


Insists He Hit Her With 
Stone When She Threat- 
ened to Tell Father He 

Was Hunting. 


HARRISONVILLE, Mo., Nov. 19 
(AP).—Charged with first-degree 
murder and manslaughter, Donald 
Gene Ervin, 14 years old, clung to 
his story today that he had killed 
a neighbor farm woman because 
he didn’t “like” her and “became 
mad when she said she was going 
to tell my father I was hunting 
with a gun.” ., 

In the presence of his father, 
Loyd Ervin, and two attorneys 
retained to represent him, the boy 
wnet over his story for two hours 
yesterday in the office of County 
Attorney George R. Chamberlin, 
steadfastly insisting he had hit 
Mrs. Wilma Russell, 28, with a 
stone last Tuesday and dragged 
her body into a culvert. 

His father, frequently wiping 
tears away, repeatedly urged the 
boy to “tell the truth.” 

Boy’s Story. 

The boy’s story was that after 
he had been left at home Tuesday 
to do the chores while the rest of 
the family went to Warrensburg, 
he took a rifle and went hunting. 
He had been forbidden use of fire- 
arms, particularly that rifle. He 
met Mrs. Russell along the road, 
she had ordered him off of her 
property and they had words. 
Then, he said, when she turned he 
picked up a stone and hit her. 
When the woman fell he hit her 
several more times and dragged 
the body into the culvert. : 

Mrs. Russell's body was found 
Wednesday by neighboring farm- 
ers. The search was started by 
Mr. and Mrs. Ervin after Mrs. Rus- 
sell’s two young children, who had 
spent the night alone in terror, 
tearfully reported their mother 
missing. The father, Orrin Rus- 
gell, works in Kansas City and 
spends only the week end at the 
farm. 

Although not confined to a cell, 
the boy spent the night in the 
Cass County jail and told Sheriff 
Claude Yancey this morning he 
“didn’t mind” the jail quarters. He 
slept well, he said. 

Chamberlain said today he would 
ask to have the youth examined by 
a physician, and that he desires 
a spina] test be made. 

Inquest Verdict. 


A Coroner's jury found Mrs. Rus- 
sell had been killed by “ a person 
or persons other than herself.” 
The boy did not testify at the in- 
quest. 

After charges were filed, the 
youth was arraigned before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, who set pre- 
liminary hearing for Nov, 30. 

Attorneys said although the boy 
was charged as an adult would 
be, the case could be transferred 
to Juvenile Court on application 
of any person in the youth’s be- 
half. 

Questioning at the arraignment 
brought out the boy was blind in 
one eye, the result of being shot 
accidentally with an air rifle six 
years ago by a sister.

EXCUSABLE HOMICIDE VERDICT

A verdict of excusable homicide 
was returned today by a Coroner’s 
jury in the death here yesterday of 
Hugh Nesbitt, president of Nes- 
bitt Fruit Products, Inc., of Los 
Angeles, following a fight in the 
lobby of Hotel Jefferson.

Maybe You, Too,

E believe very firmly in the coddling of au- 
thors—the feeding of them on nourishing 
food and calculating of royalties according 

to the most liberal methods—but we have some 
misgivings about 
the movie company 
which has offered 
$100,000 for a book. 
The book has yet 
to be written, It is 
to be purchased 
from manuscript 
before the end of 
next year, and 
there are other 
compensations, in 
the way of royal- 
ties. It is, how- 
ever, the $100,000 
which stands out. It is not a sum commonly 


associated with the creative soul. And yet the 
movie company—MGM—is said to be wise and 


even frugal in offering it.

ORDINARILY, the studios bid around for best 
sellers which might make movies, At best, 
they wind up paying large prices and at worst 
they purchase turkeys or fail to get the thing 
they want. Under the new Forcing System, 
MGM will have the first refusal on virtually 
everything written in 1944, unless all the writers 
in the country have gone loopy,

THE PRODUCERS will be almost certain to 
have a best seller, moreover, for the mss. must 
be submitted through one of the country’s 25 top 
publishing houses (which will be paid an extra 
25 grand) and the hoopla attendant upon its 
selection will, we assume, be brought to the 
country’s notice by the publicity staff. As a 
side issue, there is a good many hundred thou- 
gand dollars’ worth of free publicity for the 
studio (of which this item may be rated at about

NOW WE THINK. that. all writers, starting 
with us geniuses of the newspaper columns, 
ought to be given $100,000 at once. But inasmuch 
as we aren’t (oversight, probably) and there is 
only one Grand Prize in view, we suggest that 
the offer will develop the most prodigious quan- 
tity of bad writing known to modern man. We 
would not, during the coming 12 months, like to 
be a publisher’s reader.

THE PAST FEW YEARS have not been not- 
able for good books, anyway. The young men 
and women who might write them, and who will 
write them, are otherwise occupied at the mo- 
ment; service in the armed forces or in war work 
eliminates time for reflection. Later, when it 
comes, we will probably have a period of exciting 
writing like the one which followed the last war. 
But in the meantime there is a pushing, tumbling 
demand for books and they are being published 
and sold and no one can estimate their general 
level of skill and craftsmanship who has not 
seen a literary critic sobbing brokenly at his 


desk.

THE THOUGHT of $100,000 prize money tossed 
into the field is frightening. Money is lovely 
stuff and no one would revive the old, untenable 
notion that authors should ignore it. But we 
believe it is still correct to say that the best 
stuff by the best men comes out of the heart and 
mind. Consider, if you will two authors as dis- 
parate as Dickens and Hemingway. Their writ- 
ing was and is vastly profitable. Dickens, in- 
deed, wrote “Pickwick” to order and most of his 
novels to meet deadlines. But in each case the 
writer was concerned only with his own medium. 
Dickens didn’t write “David Copperfield” with a 
view to a series of magic lantern tableaux and 
it is highly improbable that Hemingway had Hol- 
lywood in mind when he labored earnestly 
through “For Whom the Bell Tolls.”

IT MAY BE, of course, that many writers have 
the movies in the backs of their minds; the stu- 
dios have bought books for years and a sale is 
usually an extremely substantial matter. But the 
authors have been writing for publishers and the 


public primarily—and it is one of the cheering 
facts of American publishing that we've had a 
magnificent average in taste, quality, audacity, 
grace, freedom of mind and all the things that 
make reading fun.

IT MAY BE GOING unreasonably far ahead to 
worry about one offer from one studio, but sub- 
sidies of writers, of even the most indirect sort, 
could be destructive if they were to spread. Hol- 
lywood (and this comes from someone who is 
very fond of the movies) hasn’t demonstrated 
enough taste to make the prospect anything 
other than alarming. 

Writers ought to write for readers. 
MGM hasn't started something.

No less than three movies of this variety are on tap this 
week at St. Louis houses.

“Lots of blood here,” says Dracula. “fresh 
blood.” | 

The word, by the way, is pronounced blo-0-0-0-0-d, and it'll 
help some if you'd look kind of thirsty while saying it. And for 
those who came in late and buried their heads in their neigh- 
bors’ discarded galoshes before finding out for sure what the 
picture was all about, Dracula is a vampire. He’s a walking 
plasmatic. His old man was a werewolf, in addition. But give 
the kid time,

should be a bat and flit from graveyard to graveyard are

Stalingrad, the Heroic City 


“THE CITY THAT STOPPED HITLER,” at the ORPHEUM 
this week, is of course Stalingrad. This picture, said the press 
agent in advance of the film’s showing here, tells “Stalingrad’s 
whole amazing battle-swept story.” And for once a press agent 
was completely right. The film is amazing. And it does tell the 
whole story, in a way that’ll exalt, chill and warm you by turn. 
With the “Battle of Russia,” which showed last week at the 
Fox, it constitutes a great and complete film tribute to the 
valor of the Red Army and the Russian people. 

The picture, authentic and detailed, is of a 162-day siege. 
Eight Red Army cameramen lost their lives taking parts of it. 
The film was released by Artkino. Spoken text is from a manu- 
script by John Wexley, and is read by Brian Donlevy. 

Certain things, after the picture hag been seen, continue to 
linger in the mind. One. The snow, Such snow, Such im- 
mense wastes. And through it the defeated plodding frost-bit- 
ten endless lines of German prisoners. Two. The meeting be- 
tween two columns of Russian soldiers who've been fighting 
toward each other with a line of German fire in between. 
When they met, they threw their arms about each other, laugh- 
ing and crying at the same time. 

Three. The taking of a strongly-defended building within 
the city by a long line of men working in single file who tun- 
nel under the earth to a spot beneath the building’s basement 
where they leave dynamite and crawl back to safety to set it off. 

And certain contrasts in the Germany Army are shown with 
/ unforgettable grimness and irony. Here comes the Nazi pha- 
lanx parading spic, span and terrible down Berlin streets. 
Flash. Here come the same men, bandaged and lame, across 
snow as prisoners of war. Two. Hitler decorating “heroes” of 
Poland and the Low Countries with Iron Crosses. Flash. The 
game “heroes” lying under crosses in Stalingrad, “from whence 
we shall never retreat” said Hitler. Hollywood can’t equal 
such drama, ;

In “NORTHERN PURSUIT,” now at the FOX, Errol Flynn 
plays the part of a Northwest Mounted policeman of German 
ancestry whose loyalty is questioned by his superiors when 
Flynn captures a wounded German aviator in the wilds of 


Hudson Bay and then seems to be taking his time about bring-- 


ing him in. “Bring ’em both in,” says Flynn’s superior officer. 
The two are brought in. “Down With Candda,” says Fiynn at 
his trial for conduct unbecoming Corporal Flynn. And so he 
goes to jail. The Nazi goes to jail. Both escape. 

As you all guessed at least seven lines ago, it was all a 
plot on the part of Flynn and his superior officer to trap the 
Nazi into giving out with names of Nazi spies who cover Can- 
ada, apparently. like water in a glass covers the bottom of the 
glass. And tbe plot is successful. 

But why go on? Let's sum up. The plot’s full of flaws, 
the acting full of indistinction, the dialogue full of everything 
that’s dull and expected. And, moreover, one or two things in 
the picture seemed in awfully poor taste. First, they’ve re- 
_‘vived all the old gags about Scotchmen, how thrifty they are, 
etc. And the picture ends with a line by Flynn which is com- 
pletely out of character and is a distinct reference, and not a 
very pleasant one, to his recent trials on the complaints of 
young women. Thumbs down. 

“THE MAD GHOUL,” second picture at the MISSOURI, is 
a horror picture that’s worth seeing in order to know what to 
do in a number of improbable situations.

out at room temperature, lay 
the bone-dry slices flat in a paper 
gack, Fold the sack over at the 
top and clip together.

Danish Apple Cake. 


, .One-fourth cup butter, two cups 
fine dry breadcrumbs, one tea- 
spoon cinnamon, two teaspoons 
sugar, two tablespoons cornstarch, 
two tablespoons water, two cups 
hot sweetened applesauce, vanilla 
sauce. Melt butter, add bread- 
crumbs, cinnamon and sugar, and 
brown over low heat, stirring con- 
stantly. Add cinnamon. Mix corn- 
starch with water until smooth, 
stir‘into applesauce and boil three 
minutes, stirring constantly. Place 
crumb mixture and applesauce in 
serving dish in alternate layers, 
beginning and ending with crumbs. 
Chill for two or three hours and 
serve with vanilla sauce made as 
follows: Two-thirds cup sugar, one- 
fourth cup flour, one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt, 1% cups milk, two 
eggs (or four egg yolks), one tea- 
spoon vanilla. Mix the sugar, 
flour and salt together, stir in the 
milk and cook over direct heat 
until sauce boils and thickens, stir- 
ring constantly. Beat eggs, slowly 
stir in a small amount of the hot 
mixture, then stir into rest of 
hot mixture and cook about one 
minute longer, stirring constantly, 
Add vanilla. Chill before serving.

This is an aphorism by Dr. J. F. 
Goodhart, one of the prominent 
specialists in the field of digestive 
diseases of another day. The idea 
it conveys will never cease to be 
true. Nobody is ever going to find 
a powder to cure acid dyspepsia 
permanently. 

Nobody is ever going to invent 
a stomach tube which will work 
infallibly on all stomach cases. 
Nobody is ever going to invent 
some kind of an enema which fixes 
things up in one shot. Nobody, in 
short, is going to be able to neglect 
the man and treat only his stom- 
ach or bowels. 
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OH! TO BE SURE there are a 
few. conditions in the abdomen 
that yield to physical measures 
alone. Every once in a while you 
see a fellow who has an ulcer 
that is nothing but an ulcer, that 
doesn't seem to be attached to a 
man and you can cure that with 
the Sippy treatment. Every once 
in a while a surgeon can remove 
an infected appendix and doesn’t 
have to call the Christian Science 
practitioner in afterwards. Every 
once in a while you find a fine 
pancreatic cyst or a hepatoma. 
But any practitioner will tell you 
these are rare experiences. 


Most forms of indigestion are 
due to emotional upsets. Indeed 
most forms of heart disease, uter- 
ine disease, kidney disease—every 
other organ you can name—are 
due to emotional disturbances. 
That is the truth that is at the 
bottom of Christian Science. In 
practice it works swell. I use it, 
every doctor uses it every day. 
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THIS IS A COMPLICATED and 
difficult subject to explain. Of 
course there is such a thing as or- 
ganic disease—cancer, tuberculo- 
sis, gallstones, measles, etc. And 
they can and must be treated with 
organic remedies.

B. V.: Does a woman with an 
overactive thyroid have a chance 
to become a mother? 


Answer: Yes. She should be un- 
der more careful medical treat- 
ment than usual, but there are 
lots of successful cases. 


T. Y¥.: Recently a young man 
was said to have tuberculosis of 
the bone and would be a helpless 
cripple for life. ‘All the symp- 
toms show anything but tubercu- 
losis of the bone. Is there any 
cure for the disease? Does a per- 
son having it become paralyzed? 
Can a paralysis be caused by any- 
thing, by airplane diving where a 
person is under a great strain? 


Answer: In the first place, what 
bone is supposed to have tubercu- 
losis?

The symptoms of 
the early cases are pain, holding 
the back in a rigid way, disinclina- 
tion to stoop over and pick things 
off the floor, fever and pallor.

A. M.:—My boy, four years old, 
has what the doctors call pigeon 
breast. What does this indicate? 

Answer: Pigeon breast is a 
prominence of the breast bone, 
often shoved out by the ribs, It is 
often caused by rickets in child- 
hood.

DONGOLA, II, Nov. 18. 

OR five years Howard Swin- 
F ford was on WPA, fixing roads 
and digging ditches, ow he 

is master of a 215-acre farm and 
doing well, Loans from the Farm 
Security Administration and hard 
work did it. He has paid back 
$916 of the $1723 that he borrowed 
and if he doesn’t have any bad 
luck he expects to repay the bal- 
ance in January. Then he will go 
forward to the home of his own 
that has always been his dream. 
Howard Swinford crosses his 
fingers and knocks on wood when 
he talks about it, for he has had 
more than his share of bad luck 
since he left the WPA and 
launched out for himself. Most of 
it came the first year and it near- 
ly got him down. There was that 
big loan hanging over him and 
everything was going wrong. He 
almost wished he was back on the 
WPA. He might have given up if 
it hadn’t been for his wife, She 
was brave. “We'll make it some- 
how,” she said, He took new cour- 
age from that and carried on. The 
next year his luck changed, but 
he hasn't forgotten that first year. 


Swinford, 34 years old now and 
the father of four children, was 
born to the life of a farmer and 
has no heart for anything else. 
He worked a year at the tie plant 
at Carbondale but he didn’t like 
it. If he had a team he could 
rent a farm. For three weeks he 
tried to get a loan to buy a team, 
but nobody would loan him any 
money and, although he had faith 
in himself, he couldn’t blame them 
very much. The only thing he 
could do was sharecrop with a 
man who had a team and equip- 
ment, It was a scant living, eked 
out by hiring himself to neighbors. 
He and his fami knew hard 
times. Then the A came along 
and the man snatched at that as 
his only hope. He was laid off in 
1939. He might get back later, 
but it was not certain. 
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HAT was when his wife took a 

hand. They were living then on 

a little place at the edg of Hom- 
berg, in Bay Valley. She had 
made up her mind that they ought 
to be on a farm. If for no other 
reason it would be a better place 
to bring up the children. Swinford 
said yes, that was what he would 
like, but they had no money, no 
stock except the one cow that sup- 
plied milk for the children, and no 
tools. He had tried before to bor- 
row and had failed. There aasn't 
much use of, trying again. 

His wife had heard that the FSA 
was making loans to farmers. She 
urged*him to try for a loan there. 
He was dubious, but he came to 
town and talked it over with Paul 
C. Wilson, the FSA supervisor for 
Pope County. He could rent the 
Ed Peel place out there in Bay 
Valley if he could get a loan for 
stock and equipment, 

Wilson took it up with his loan

committee, but Swinford, in the 
light of his history, was not looked 
upon as too good a risk. It was 
finally fixed up, though, for him 
to have a loan of $690. With the 
help of Wilson he obtained a lease 
om the Peel place of 120 acres, The 
money was used to buy a team of 
mares, three cows, two sOws, a 
pressure cooker, fruit jars, a little 
farm machinery, some feed, and 
seed to put out a crop. 

The bad luck set in right off. He 
had bought a fine team of mares 
for $250, and when he brought 
them home and put them in the 
barn he was the produest man in 
Bay Valley. That was on Tues- 
day. Two days later one of the 
mares was sick. By Friday the 
mare was down. All that night 
Swinford and the doctor stayed 
with her trying to save her life. 
On Saturday she died. Swinford 
was just about heart-broken. As 
he came wearily into the house he 
said to his wife: “Rose, I wish I 
hadn’t got that loan.” But Rose 
wasn't one to give wp. “We'll 
make it somehow,” she said. 

They counted on the sows to help 
make up the loss. They would 
farrow in the spring. Maybe they 
would bring litters of 10 to 14 
apiece. One farrowed six and they 
all died. The other did an in- 
credible thing. She brought only 
one pig. 

That was when Mrs. Swinford 
was as downhearted as her hus

band. They both wished they were 
out of it. They were working 80 
hard and everything was going 
wrong. Swinford was so disgusted 
with that one pig that he didn’t 
want to have anything to do with 
it. He gave it to his wife. When 
it was a shoat she sold it and 
bought shoes for the. children. 


But in the second year their 
luck changed, and at the end of 
the second year they felt justified 
in enlarging their borders. Swin- 
ford obtained a five-year lease on 
Mrs. Louise Werner’s tenant farm 
of 215 acres, with a nice five-room 
frame house on it. Swinford had 
borrowed another $150 from the 
FSA to replace the mare that died, 
and later another $175 for a cream 
separator. Now he borrowed $708 
for a tractor and a wash machine 
and another mare. That made a 
total of $1723, but Swinford had 
made his payments promptly ex- 
cept that first year when every- 
thing was going wrong, and his 
credit with the FSA was good, 
Up to now he has paid off $916. 
He has until December, 1944, to 
pay the balance, but he is count- 
ing on making the final payment 
in January. 

To help him do that, he has two 
mares and two mules, five milk 
cows, seven steers, five sows, a 
tractor, a mower, a cultivator and 
plows. He will kill two of the 
sows for the winter’s meat. He 
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has sold 50 hogs during the ,year, 
which cleared, up the store ac- 
counts and made the FSA pay- 
ment. Also he has increased the 
acreage on all his crops. 

Mrs. Swinford, doing her part, 
has 140 hens and has sold 180 
chickens this year, which brought 
her more than $100, and she has 
270 pullets. She is getting only 
15 dozen eggs a week now, but 
the average is 45 dozen.. One 
week last winter she got 60 dozen. 
She expects to have 275 laying hens 
next year. 
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HE Swinfords raise most of the 
T tamity’s food on the farm—their 

‘meat, milk, butter and eggs— 
and Mrs. Swinford cans enough 
fruits and vegetables to do them. 
Last year she canned 379 quarts. 
They stored 25 bushels of potatoes. 


Some folks said, when Swinford 
rented the Werner place that he 
would have a hard time pleasing 
the owner, but it turned out the 
other way. Mrs. Werner knew 
when she had @ good tenant. She 
had the house painted and had it 
wired for electricity. For Mrs. 
Swinford she had a big poultry 
house built and installed a new 
pump. She thinks Swinford is the 
tops and, being an elderly woman, 
she calls him the id. 

The Swinfords are a credit to 
their community. They take part 
in group activities. Their oldest 
child, -Betty, is a sophomore at 
Dongola high school, walking a 
mile each way from home to Hom- 
berg to the school bus. Martha 
and Shirley are in the grade school. 
Little Joe is 3 On Sundays the 
children go to Sunday school at 
Homberg and on preachin’ days

Good Timing 
Often Means 
More Tricks 


By Ely Culbertson 


OTHING in bridge holds as 

much mystery for average 

players as the matter of tim- 
ing. They are apt to be not only 
disgusted but bewildered when «a 
trick they had counted on van- 
ishes before their eyes, and just 
as bewildered (altho not at all 
disgusted) when they win a trick 
they had not counted on. Now 
they know the explanation—the 
vagaries of timing. Their next step 
should be to investigate this “phe- 
nomenon” more thoroughly, and te 
that end I suggest the following 
deal as a good beginning. 
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West led the heart jack and 
clarer won with the king. 


on the first round or not, but, es 
we shall see, his actual ducking 
play was essential. 

Declarer, who knew very little 
about timing, captured West's 
spade jack with dummy’s king— 
and that was the last spade trick 
he could win! He could, if he 
wished, lead a second round to 
drive out: West’s queen, but in 
order to drive out the ace he would 
have to enter dummy with the 
heart ace, and that would be his 
last entry to dummy. 

Actually, South felt he had done 
well when he ended up with eight 
tricks, having forced West to lead 
a club to the major tenace. 

If West, on the philosophy of 
“What's the difference?” had put 
up the spade ace immediately, de- 
clarer would almost have been 
forced to fulfill his contract. West 
colld do no better than return a 
heart. Declarer would win in his 
own hand, lead his remaining 
spade to the king, then play a 
third round. The 33 break would 
leave two perfectly good spades in 
dummy, to be reached via the 
heart ace. 

Thus, West’s ducking play was 
vital, but declarer could have coun- 
tered it with the greatest of ease! 
All he had to do was let West ‘hold 
the trick with the jack! See the 
difference? Now when West led 
another heart (nothing else would 
matter), declarer would win in his 
own hand and lead the spade he 
had so carefully preserved. If this 
time West put up the ace, dum- 
my’s suit would be ready for cash- 
ing; if West again ducked, the 
king would win and a third round 
would wind up the affair.
